In reference to your request on behalf of the Yale Political Union, I am 
pleased to confirm that your visit to CIA has been scheduled for Wednesday, 

13 March, from 8:45 to 11:00 a.m. at our Headquarters Bu11d|ing in Langley, 
Virginia (see attached map). Please plan to enter at the R|oute 123 entrance. 
Deputy Director of Central Intelligence John McMahon will give you an overview 
of the Agency. Former Yale graduate and former Director of Operations 
John Stein will discuss the clandestine services, and a senior officer from 
the Directorate of Intelligence will brief you on the analytical part of the 
Agency. Director of the Office of Personnel Robert Magee will also be 
available to answer any questions concerning career opportunities at this 
Agency. All briefings will be considered off-the-record an|d not attributable 
to the speakers, the Agency, or intelligence sources. To h|elp us help you 
benefit most from the short time we will have together, I hope you will arrive 
by 8:30 a.m. in order to check in with our receptionist. You will then be 
taken to the briefing room where coffee and doughnuts will be served from 8:45 
to 9:00 a.m. 


To satisfy our security requirements, I ask that at least two weeks in 
advance of your visit I receive an alphabetized list of all; attendees with 
full name, home address, date and place of birth, and sociaji security number 
for each. Please also include a brief statement from you t|iat all are U.S. 
citizens, since we are not prepared to accommodate foreign h^tionals. Will a 
member of the faculty or a senior person be on hand in the event any 
unforeseen problems arise? I plan to meet you on your arrij/al and to be 
available to help throughout your visit. 


Each individual should plan to bring some form of identification with 
photograph to show to the receptionist upon entering the building. If you 
will let me know of any handicapped persons who will attend^ I will make 
special arrangements to assist them. Since we have 1 imi ted: parking 
facilities, it will help to know in advance the number and description of 


vehicles you will be arriving in. Buses or vans should plap to stay here for 

the duration of your visit (otherwise, special arrangements' must be made with 

the gate, which means an even earlier arrival). I apologiz^ in advance for-/'' ^

SUBJECT: Invitation to Address the Government Research Corporation s 

U.S. Foreign Investment Policy Forum 


1. Action Requested: Accept or decline invitation to address the fifth 
annual meeting of the Government Research Corporation's U.S. Foreign 
Investment Policy Forum on Monday morning, 6 May, at the Executive Office 
Building of the White House. 

2. Arrangements: Stephen C. Caulfield, President of th^ Government 
Research Corporation, has invited you to address their U.S. Foreign Investment 
Policy Forum on U.S. foreign policy and national security matters. You could 
expect a group of 80 to 100 senior executives from overseas b^nks, insurance 
companies, and investment houses who are responsible for managing pension 
funds and substantial equity investments in the United States (in the range of 
$250 billion). All attendees would be foreign nationals representing 
primarily European, South American, and Canadian corporations. (See list of 
1983-1984 participating institutions opposite.) The meeting is off-the- 
record, and the media will not be allowed to attend . The suggested format is 
15 minutes of remarks followed by 15 minutes of questions and answers. 
According to the organization's staff member, the attendees ahe interested in 
"how events effect the economic status of this country and hoW their 
corporations should invest in the U.S." 

Senator Dave Durenberger, Secretary James Baker, and Congressional Budget 
Office Director Rudolph Penner will be speaking to this groupi In addition. 
Vice President Bush and 0MB Director David Stockman have been invited to give 
briefings. Last year Robert McFarlane and Faith Whittlesey participated in 
the forum. (See brochures for 1983-1984 programs opposite.) 


3. Background: The Government Research Corporation is comprised of 
consultants specializing in U.S. federal policy analysis. The organization 
provides evaluation of policy directions vis-a-vis business and industry 
one time the Government Research Corporation published the well known NA/I 
JOURNAL MAGAZINE, but is now no longer involved in its publication. TheiF 
was started by President Lyndon Johnson in 1967 to provide t^ose control 
foreign debt and equity investments in the United States with insights ini( 
our public policy environment.
